LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  11  states  as  follows: 

"Further  easing  in  the  basis  quoted  for  extra  staple  cotton  was  reported 
in  some  quarters,  but  actual  trading  was  very  light  in  this  and  other 
New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  during  the  past  week.    The  rise  in 
cotton  futures  served  to  discourage  mill  men  from  further  covering 
operations  with  regard  to  their  forward  needs  of  raw  materials,  and  in 
some  centers  it  was  reported  inquiry  was  at  a  standstill,

"Scattering  inquiry  for  inch  and  three  thirty-seconds  cotton  and  also 
for  inch  and  five  thirty- seconds  was  reported  in  certain  quarters  of 
the  extra  staple  cotton  market  here  during  the  past  week,  but  the  volume 
involved  was  very  small  and  the  actual  trading  done  was  smaller  still.
